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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

in claim 1 , line 10, after "calibrated using" , delete — a signal that is not the output 
of an oscillator and add — said calibrating signal as a reference signal — ; 

in claim 3, line 10, after "calibrated using", delete —a signal that is not the output 
of an oscillator — and add — said calibrating signal as a reference signal — ; 

in claim 5, line 8, after "said calibrating signal", delete — is not the output of the 
oscillator — and add — is a function of a noise signal ; 

in claim 6, line 9, after "said calibrating signal", delete — is not the output of the 
oscillator — and add — is a function of a noise signal ; 

in claim 20, line , after "said calibrating signal", delete — is not the output of the 
oscillator — - and add — is a function of a noise signal . 
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REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The examiner's amendment above was needed to place the application in 
condition for allowance.
